Advances in public health, cou­ 
pled with the discovery of wonder 
drugs, raised the life expectancy 
for persons now born to over 70 
years of age. 
In the 17-year pe­ 
riod between 1937 and 1954 it in­ 
creased 9.6 years. 
This means that in 1965 alone, 
through this decline in the death 
rate, over 70,000,000 additional fed­ 
eral income taxes was received by 
the govem dm ent, to say nothing 
of the earning power and produc­ 
tivity from an increased span of 
life.

New Egg Law Will 
Regulate Marking 
For Market Sales 


The Texas egg law, which he­ 
rm e s effective August 22, min 
be "just what the doctor ordered" 
to assure Texas consumers that 
high quality eggs are being placed 
on the m arket for sale. 
The el lect of the law will not 
only be felt bv consumers, but by 
producers and other inilustrymen 
as well, according to F. Z. Bean- 
mlossom, extension poultry m ar­ 
keting specialist. 
This 
law, 
says 
Beanblossom, 
provides primarily for inspection 
and careful labeling of all eggs 
that are to be sold on grade. 
The 
eggs are inspected primarily 
at 
retail outlets and if sold on grade 
are labelled according to size and 
quality. 
Ungtaded eggs must be 
so labelled. 
It shall also be unlawful to sell 
or advertise shell eggs below the 
quality of Grade A as "fresh 
“selected," 
" c a g e ,’’ 
“infertile.'' 
"new laid" or other words of sun 
ilar import. 
Producers of eggs who sell only 
the production of their own flocks 
are exempt from the law unless 
they sell on the basis ot grade 
then their eggs must meet the 
standards specified by the law 
The deadline for obtaining li­ 
censes by dealers, retailer s. whole­ 
salers, brokers and processors is 
October 20. 
There is no fee t 
any retailer, as defined by the 
law 
thai is, an.v person selling or 
offering for sale eggs to consum­ 
ers only rn this state. 
Actual enforcement of the new 
law* will sta rt on February 
17, 
1958.

It is seen in many prem a­ 
turely born babies and causes par­ 
tial or total blindness. 


For years the disease was be­ 
lieved to he a result of prem ature 
births. 
However, a study sup­ 
ported by both federal and private 
financing established the cause of 
the trouble as due to the faulty 
adm inistration of oxygen 
(used 
extensively in incubators for pre­ 
m ature infants). 


This study cost approxim ately 
$50,000. 
Today there are al>out 
5,000 blind children in the United 
States who are victims of ret.ro- 
lental fibroplasia. 
Each child will 
cost an estimated $100,000 each 
or education, training and sup­ 
port from birth to d ea th - or a 
grand total of $500,000,000. 
Thus, the cost of care for 5,000 
children will be, for our genera­ 
tion, 100.000 times the cost of the 
prevention for the future 
Advances in public health, cou­ 
pled with the discovery of wonder 
drugs, raised the life expectancy 
for persons now born to over 70 
years of age. 
In the 17-year pe­ 
riod between 1937 and 1954 it in­ 
creased 9.6 years. 
This means that In 1955 alone, 
through this decline in the death 
rate, over 70,000,000 additional fed­ 
eral income taxes was received by 
the governdment, to say nothing 
of the earning power and produc­ 
tivity from an increased span of 
life. 
There is no doubt about it: Pub­ 
lic health and research pay off!

that are to be sold on grade.

retail outlets and if sold on grade 
are labelled according to size and 
quality.

It shall also he unlawful to sell 
>r advertise shell eggs below the 
quality of Grade A as “fresh.' 
“selected,”

Producers of eggs w'ho col I only 
the production of their own flocks 
are exempt from the I ivy unless 
they sell on the basis of grade 
then their eggs must meet the 
standards specified In the law 
D ie deadline for obtaining

cense* by dealers, retailers, whole­ 
salers, brokers and processors is 
October 20. 
There is no fee t 
any retailor, as defined by the

Wealthy Can Give 
Away Near Fortune 
Without Gift Taxes 


A lot of folks are surprised to 
find out that 
(if you are rich 
enough) you can give away a lot 
of money without paying federal 
gift taxes, reminds Tax Man Sam 
in a release to The Herald. 
Every pp son has a $30,000 s t ­ 
rife lifetime exemption that they 
can giv e aw ay without pa\ mg a 
gift tax. They can also give away 
$3,000 a year to as many different 
people as they can afford without 
paying any gift taxes, with some 
exceptions. 
How much you can 
give away without paying taxes. 
as long as y u do it mote th e n 
three years before 
you die. 
is 
brought out by this example: 


John and Mary have struck oil. 
They have five children and 20 
grandchildren. 
They 
can 
give 
away $30,000 each or $60,000 un­ 
der their specific lifetime exemp­ 
tion. 
They can also give each of 
their children and-or their chil­ 
d re n ’s husband or wife and each 
of their grandchildren, or a total 
of 30 people. $3,000 each or $6,000 
per year. 
This makes a total of 
$180,000 per year that John and 
Mary can give to their children 
and grandchildren tax free. 
D uring the first year John and 
Mary could give as much as $240,- 
000 under the circumstance cited 
above tax free.

tho $180,000 unless they 
choose 
to pay gift tax
